“lt was a caso of merry larks in the mud when Kitchee met Sing 


Tao in a lively 


and ontertaining First Division match at the 


Club Stadium ycstorday afternoon. 


Tho game was played in deplorable conditions and after both sides had 


enjoyed the lead Kitchee claimed the points by five goals to three... . 
but I shall long wonder what would have happened if a magnificent 
drive from Wong Tak-fook had gone into the net instead of rebound- 
ing from the woodwork of the Kitchee goal at the stage when Sing 
Tao already enjoyed a 3-2 lead.
